The president is known to regard a 
strike as inconceivable in view of the 


international crisis, the already con- 


gested condition of freight traffic and 


the ever-rising cost of food. Appar- 


ently, however, he feels he practically 


is powerless unless it becomes neces- 
sary for him to adopt measures to keep 
the mails moving. 

After a telephone conference with 
Secretary Wilson, it is understood the 
president decided to make no move to- 
night. 

There .is a disposition among some 
administration officials to believe, even 
if begun Saturday, the progressive plan 
for the strike never will be carried to 
conclusion. Before next Wednesday, 
the day by which it is proposed to 
make the walk-out effective through- 
out the country, they believe a compro- 
mise will have been reached. 

Precedents under which the govern- 
ment might take a hand in the situa- 
tion were being searched tonight. A 
proposed law under which the presi- 
dent would have been empowered to 
take over and operate the railroads in 
time of emergency failed to reach a 
vote during the last session of con- 
gress.

LIKE MELODRAMA 
IN EARLY STAGES. 

The early period of the uprising bore 
the character rather of a mock revolu- 
tion staged for an immense audience. 
Cossacks charging down the street did 
so in a half-hearted fashion, plainly 
without malice or intent to harm the 
crowds that they playfully dispersed. 
The troops exchanged good-natured 
raillery with the working men and 
women and as they rode were cheered 
by the populace. . 

Long lines of soldiers stationed in 
dramatic attitudes across Nevsky 
Prospect, with their guns pointed at 
an imaginary foe, appeared to be tak- 
ing part in a realistic tableau. Ma- 
chine guns firing roulades of blank 
cartridges seemed only to add another 
‘realistic touch to a tremendous the- 
atric production which was using the 
whole city as a stage. 

Until Sunday night this pageant 
continued without serious opposition. 
Then in a flash the whole scene lost 
its theatric quality; it became a genu- 
ine revolution. 

The regiments had received an order 
from the commandant to fire upon per- 
sons assembled in the street. This 
caused immediate dissension among 


the troops, who did not understand

A long night battle occurred between 
the mutinous regiments and the police 
at the end of St. Catharine canal, 
immediately in front of the historic 
church built over the spot where 
Alexander II. was killed by a bomb. 
The police finally fled to roof tops 
all over the city and were seen no 
more in the streets during the entire 
term of the fighting. 


TROOPS FINALLY 
JOIN REVOLUTION. 

Still, on Monday morning the gov- 
ernment troops appeared to control all 
the principal squares of the city. Then 
came a period when it was impossible 
to distinguish one side from the other. 
There was no definite line between the 
‘actions. The turning point appeared 
to come about 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon. For two hours the opposing regi- 
ments passively confronted each other 
along the wide Liteiny Prospect in al- 
most complete silence. 


From time to time emissaries from 
the revolutionary side rode to the op- 
posing ranks and exhorted them to 
join the side of the people. For a 
while the result seemed to hang in 
the balance. The troops appeared ir. 
resolute, awaiting the commands yf 
their officers, who themselves were in 
doubt as to what they should do. 

Desultory firing continued along the 
side streets between groups of govern- 
ment troops and revolutionists, but the 
regiments upon whose decision the out- 
come rested still confronted each other 
with machine guns and rifles in readi- 
ness, 

Suddenly a few volleys were ex- 
changed; there was another period of 
silent suspense and the government 
regiments finally marched over to join 
the revolutionists. A few hours after 
the first clash this entire section of 
Petrograd, in which are located the 
duma building, artillery headquarters 
and thechief military barracks, passed 
into the hands of the revolutionary 


tornado to other parts of the city 
where the scene was duplicated. 

At first it seemed a miracle that the 
revolutionists without prearranged 
plan, without leadership or organiza- 
tion, could in such a short time, with 
comparative ease, achieve a complete 
victory over the government. But the 
explanation lay in the reluctance of 
the troops to take sides against the 
people and their prompt desertion to 
the rank of those who opposed the 
government.

The revolution, which evidently was 
carefully prepared, broke out simul- 
taneously in Petrograd and Moscow. 


The garrisons immediately took pos- 


session of these cities after compara- 
tively little fighting and equally small 
amount of destruction of property. In 
Petrograd one bridge was blown up 
and a number of houses belonging to 
suspected pro-German reactionaries 
were burned. 

One of the first acts of the revolu- 
tionaries was to order the arrest of M. 
Sturmer and M. Protopopoff, who are 
now in custody. The revolutionaries 
are governing the country by means of 
their decrees. These mandates are en- 
forced by the army, which has been 
unitedly in support of the revolution. 


All pro-German reactionaries are be- 
ing rounded up by the new government, 
which is assuming power under @ man- 
date to push the war. Strict military 
rule prevails, and the army has the sit- 
uation so well in hand that it is not 
expected adherents of the late gov- 
ernment will be able to offer any se- 
rious resistance anywhere. 


IMPERIAL PALACE

In the admiralty building the coun- 
cil of ministers secretly assembled for 
a conference and the last regiments 
loyal to the old government were 
drawn up a8 a guard. 

While the council sat in the last 
meeting that they were destined to 
hold, the building was surrounded and 
the besiegers poured rifle and machine 
gunfire upon the defenders. For a few 
hours the fiercest battle of the day 
continued, the streets were swept by a 
Steady fusillade and the crowds scat- 
tered for the nearest shelter, some of 
the people being compelled to spend 
the night in court yards or corridors 
of office buildings, or wherever they 
first found refuge. 

Toward morning there was a sud- 
den lull, broken by exultant shouts, 
which deepened into a roar, and was 
succeeded by the Russian revolution- 
ary Marseillaise. The regiments de- 
fending the admiralty had surrendered 
and gone over to the side of the revo- 
lutionists. 

The ministers in the admiralty build- 
ing were then arrested and the Rus- 
sian national colors were replaced by 
the red flag of the revolutionists. 

Although sporadic fighting continued 
between small groups until Wednes- 
day, the “cause of the people” had 
triumphed. 


REVOLT STARTED 


IN STATE OF SIEGE. 


The imperial palace at Tsarskoe- 
| Selo is said to be in a state of siege, 
but thus far no firing has been re- 
ported between the guards defending 
the palace and the revolutionists and 
troops. 

It was stated that General Michael 
V. Alexieff, former chiet of staff, has 
been offered the military dictatorship. 

On Monday, which was the turning 
point in the battle between the govern- 
ment troops and mutineers, all the prin- 
cipal strongholds, arsenals, factories 
and barracks, including the St. Peter 
and St. Paul fortress and artillery head- 
quarters, fell into the hands of the re- 
volting troops and the revolutionists 
were plentifully supplied with rifles 
and ammunition. At the same time all 
the prisons for political offenders were 
thrown open by the revolutionists and 
the prisoners marched out to join their 
emancipators. 

The battle spread from one part of 
the city to another with great rapidity, 
and as the day progressed it became 
apparent that nothing could stem the 
tide of revolution, which swept west- 
ward from the neighborhood of the 
duma and the chief military barracks 
up the Nevsky Morskaya to St. Isaac’s 
square, 

The economic and industrial life of 
the city came to a complete standstill. 
Street car service was suspended from 
the beginning of the disorders and 
stores were closed. The two leading 
hotels which housed officers were 
wrecked; others restricted their serv- 
ice to regular patrons. In response 
to'an appeal by the revolutionist com- 
mittees, citizens distributed food to 
the soldiers. 

The duma was dissolved by imperial 
order, effective March 11, the imperial 
ukase reading as follows: 

“The sittings of the duma are ad- 


A WEEK AGO. 


Events leading up to the revolution 
began a week ago with street demon- 
strations of workingmen who quit work | 
as a protest against the shortage of 
bread. The first two days mounted pa- 
trols kept the crowds moving without 
resorting to violence. When ordered to 
fire on the people, they refused. Police 
were substituted and a battle occurred 
between them and the troops. 

Regiment after regiment joined the 
revolters and seized arsenals and other 
strategic points, 

Until Sunday night there was no inti- 
mation that the affair would grow to 
ihe proportions of a revolution. From 
then until Tuesday morning almost 
continuous fighting in the streets and 
throughout the city occurred, leaving 
the revolutionists in full control. The 
latter are proceeding to reorganize the 
government. 

Today the city emerged from a 
week’s nightmare of revolution and 
figuratively smiled under a brilliant 
flood of sunshine after the series of 
gray days ending with a snowstorm 
yesterday evening. Planks were pulled 
down from windows long closed. Stores, 
banks and business establishments of 
every description reopened their doors 
for the resumption of ordinary activi- 
ties, seemingly as confidence in the new 
temporary government gained in force. 
Truck sledges and little sleighs for hire, 
the most- widely appreciated conven- 
iences of Russian cities, began to ap- 
pear again in the streets that for six 
days had been absolutely void of any 
means of private transportation. 

Newspapers, with the exception of 
revolutionary publications which 
sprang into life with the success of 
the revolt, had failed to appear. Street 
car service at noon had not been re- 
sumed, but it was believed that night 
would ‘see partial service. . 

The only visible signs of the des- 
perate clash of authority that turned 
the city into a battleground were the 
charred ruins of the jail, which are 
still pouring a cloud of smoke sky- 
ward, and the remains of other police 
institutions and the homes of the few 
individuals who were regardec as of- 
fenders against the rights of the peo- 
ple. In front of other government in- 
stitution’s, which apparently it was not 
seen fit to destroy, are piles of charred 
embers showing where wreckage and 


sumed. 


OLD REGIME 
MAKES LAST EFFORT. 


The defenders of the old regime— 
doubtless a few remain uncaptured by 
the police—put up a last feeble defense 


last night from the roofs of the wrecked 
Astoria military hotel and St. Isaac’s 
cathedral, facing on two sides of the 
same square. They were soon silenced 


by the sharpshooters of the new au- 
thority. 

With the reopening or bread, sugar, 
tea and meat shops, lines of women 


with shopping bags and baskets, often 
extending to the length of a _ block, 
were formed to replenish stores ex- 
hausted by the long siege. The most 
phenomenal feature of the revolution 
has been the swift and orderly transi- 
tion whereby the control of the city 
passed from the regime of the old gov- 
ernment into the hands of its oppo- 
nents. Until Sunday disorders in the 
Streets, which never went beyond quiet 
gatherings or mild demonstrations, 
could not properly be termed a revolu- 
tion at all. 

After thirty-six hours of continuous 
Street fighting, the whole area of 
Petrograd was, on Thursday noon, in 
the hands of the revolutionists. Regi- 


journed owing to extraordinary cir- 
cumstances until further notice, They 
will be resumed not later than April.” 
On Monday the duma members, ex- 
cept the rightists, met in executive 
session, notwithstanding the dissolu- 
tion order. The result was a virtu- 
ally unanimous vote to place the duma 
squarely on the side of the revolution 
and to authorize the executive council 
of that body to declare the present 
government overthrown and organize a 
provisional government. President Rod- 
zianko, who presided, sent a telegram 
to the emperor, informing him of the 
developments and calling on him to 
listen to the voice of the people. 
“The hour has struck,” he said, “when 
the will of the people must prevail.’’

CZAR ISSUED ORDER 
AND WENT TO FRONT. 


The order dissolving the duma was 
issued by the emperor just before he 
left for the front recently. That trou- 
ble would result was evidently antici- 
pated and the residents of Tsarkoe- 
Selo were warned to make all arrange- 
ments to remain in the suburb for an 
indefinite period and the roads leading 
to the town were guarded. 

The immediate occurrences leading to 
Monday’s developments began at 
o’clock Sunday evening, when the men 
of the Volnysky regiment shot their 
officers and revolted after receiving 
an order to fire upon ‘striking work- 
ing men in one of the factory districts. 

Another regiment detailed against 
the mutineers also joined the revolt. 
The news spread rapidly to the other 
barracks and four more regiments went 
over. Some of the revolting troops 
marched to the famous St. Peter and 
St. Paul fortress on the left bank of 
the Neva and after a brief skirmish 
with the garrison took possession of it. 

On Tuesday revolutionary publica- 
tions appeared in the streets, with the 
simple caption, “news,” containing a 
resume of the developments. They were 
eagerly read by all classes. Rodzian- 
ko’s telegrams to the emperor and oth- 
ers to the commanders of the troops 
at the front were reproduced. The first 
message to the emperor was as follows: 

“The situation is grave. Anarchy 
reigns in the capital. The government 
is paralyzed. The transport of pro- 
visions and fuel is completely disor- 
ganized. General dissatisfaction is 
growing. Irregular rifle firing is 
occurring in the streets. It is neces- 
sary to charge immediately some per- 
son trusted by the people to form a 
new government. It is impossible to 
linger, since delay means death. Pray- 
ing God that the responsibility in this 
hoar will not fall upon a crowned 
head.” 

Later President Rodzianko sent the 
following to the emperor: 

“The position {is becoming more se- 
rious. It is imperative that immediate 
measures be taken because tomorrow 
will be too late. The last hour has 
come when the fate of the fatherland 
and the dynasty are being decided.” 


ENTIRE POPULATION 
AGAINST GOVERNMENT. 


With unanimity unprecedented the 
entire population presented a solid 
front against the government. The 
belief was expressed everywhere that 
pro-German court circles and the gov- 
ernment were doing everything in 
their power to interfere with the prop- 
er conduct of the war and bring about 
a separate peace, Sturmer, Rasputin 
and Protopopoff formed a picturesque 
trio, known as “the dark “forces,” 
against which the chief animosity of 
the country was directed. Powerful 
as they were, these figures were de- 
clared to be only symbols of German 
influence that while “militating against 
the patriotic desire of the mass of the 
Russian people for war until victory.” 

After the assassination of Rasputin 
and the removal of Sturmer from the 
premiership, the same ministerial in- 
fluence, wearing a new mask in the 
form of a changed cabinet, duma of- 
ficials declared still flourished with 
undiminished strength. Direct appeals 
were made to the emperor by all sorts 
of representative bodies and influen- 
tial officials to save the country from

BROTHERHOODS REJECT 


When the managers, in their counter 
proposition at the final momentous 
conference, offered to abide by any 
decree of the Goethals commission if 
the Adamson act were declared uncon- 
stitutional, W. G. Lee, president of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
spokesman for the employees, de- 


clared: 

“That would be only another form 
of arbitration, and our men are sick 
and tired of arbitration.” 

The brotherhood chiefs contend 
their demand for the basic eight-hour | 
day for all classes of work, with pro 
rata time for overtime, would give 
them only what they would gain under 
the provisions of the Adamson law. 
They have abandoned their original 
demand for time and a half for over- 
time. 

Declaring that the rank and file of 
the brotherhood membership had be. 
come impatient and would tolerate no 
further delay in enforcing their de- 
mands, Mr. Lee said the supreme 


court might adjourn without handing 
down a decision on the Adamson act. 
in that event, he declared, there would 
be no decision until next winter and 
the men would not wait. 

The managers’ refusal to comply 
with the ultimatum of the brother- 
hoods was based upon the contention 
that they must “await and abide” by 
the decision of the supreme court on 
the Adamson act. They asserted their 
willingness to submit the whole con- 
troversy to the eight-hour commission 
if the law is declared unconstitutional 
and agree to accept any decree of the 
commission. 

Pointing out to the four chiefs the 
grave international crisis which con- 
fronts the nation, they appealed to 
their patriotism to prevent a strike at 
such a juncture in national affairs. 


SERVICES OFFERED 
IN EVENT OF WAR. 


The brotherhood chiefs, in a formal 
statement prepared after the final 
break, expressed indignation at the at- 
titude taken by the railroads in declar- 
would be unpatriotic. 

“It goes without saying,” the state- 
ment declared, ‘‘that the railroad em- 
ployees have been patient and loyal to 
the interests of the country, and in the 
event of war have offered their services 
to the government. It must not be 
overlooked that during this period 
when the railroads have persistently 
denied their employees that which was 
intended by the president in his propo- 
sition, and that which was intended by 
the congress in the Adamson law, the 
railroads, during a year’s period, show 
net earnings ot over a thousand mil- 
lion dollars, while the employees, with 
no increase in wages, 
increase in cost of living equal to more 
than 40 per cent. 

“If, after more than a year, we have 
failed to secure some relief, and train 
and engine men conclude to fold their 
hands and starve in reality rather than 
by degrees, should they be considered 
as disloyal to their flag?” 

W. G. Lee was intormed tonight of 
the announcement from Washington 
that President Wilson would do every- 
thing in his power to avert a strike 
and probably would appeal directly to 
the patriotism of the men themselves. 
He was asked what effect this would 
have. 

“Why do you ask me that?’ he de- 
manded. ‘“‘We have heard nothing from 
the president of the United States. When 
we do hear, we will take up that ques- 
tion.” 

Warren S. Stone declared that if the 
president made an appeal to the men 
“it would be considered.’ He added, 
however, that there was ‘no bluff’ 
about the strike.

RAILROADS’ SIDE 

OF THE SITUATION. 

Elisha Lee, chatrman of the national 
conference committee of the railroads, 
made the following statement: 

“We have offered to leave to the Goe- 
thals eight-hour commission, recently 
appointed by the president, any ques- 
tions that may remain unsettled by the 
decision of the supreme court in the 
pending Adamson law case. We regret 
that the leaders of the organizations 
have refused to accept this offer and 
that they have notified us that they 
have ordered a series of strikes on the 
railroads of the country, beginning Sat- 
urday night at 6 o’clock. 

“The ultimatum presented to the rai)- 
voads by the organizations was that we 
must immediately put into effect their 
interpretation of the law now before 
the supreme court for a determination 
of the constitutionality and meaning 
without waiting for the decision of the 
court. . 

“We declined to accept this proposi- 
tion, feeling that we must await and 
abide by the judgment of the court: and 
we thereupon made the following for- 
mal offer for a settlement of the issues 
involved: 

“1. If the supreme court holds the 
Adamson law to be constitutional and 
the two sides cannot agree upon the 
application of any of the points, we 
will agree that the eight-hour commis- 
Sion shall determine how the law shalt 
be applied. 

“2. In case the law is declared uncon- 
stituional we offer to join you in ask- 
ing the 8-hour commission to determine 
the whole controversy; any settlement 
tt Sa at to be effective January 1,

“This offer for a feasible adjustment 
was refused.” 


STATEMENT MADE 
BY BROTHERHOODS. 


The brotherhoods’ side of the contro- 
versy was made public in a statement 
signed by the four brotherhood chiefs, 
W. G. Lee, for the trainmen; W. S. 
Carter, for the firemen; L. E. Sheppard, 
for the conductors and W. S. Stone, for 
the engineers. 

“We presented a proposition to place 
the Adamson 8-hour law into effect 
along the lines suggested by President 
Wilson last August, which was that in 
all road service, except passenger, 
where schedules now read: ‘100 miles or 
less, 9 or 10 hours or less, overtime at 
10 to 11 miles per hour’ insert 8 hours 
or less for a basic day and 12% miles 
per hour for speed basis for the purpose 
of computing overtime. Overtime to be 
paid for at not less than one-eighth of 
the day rate per hour. In all yard, 
Switching and hostling service, where 
schedules now read ‘10, 11 or 12 hours 
or less shall constitute a day’s work,’ 
insert ‘8 hours or less’ shall constitue 
a day’s work. Overtime to be paid for 
at not less than one-eghth of the daily 
rate per hour. In passenger service the 
present mileage basis will be maintain- 
ed, provided that the basic passenger 
day will not be in excess of eight con- 
secutive hours. Overtime to be paid for 
at not less than one-eighth of the daily 
rate per huor. 

“The conference committee of the 
railways took our proposition under 
consideration and at the afternoon 
meeting notified us that they could not 
accept it and submitted in lieu thereof 
the following:

Eat Fish 


Owing to rough weather on 
the coast, fish continue scarce.

“The public should remember that, 
after having failed to reach an agree- 
ment with the conference committee of 
the railways last August, President 
Wilson intervened and attempted to! 
mediate our differences, and after hear- | 
ing both sides of the discussion and 
considering the matter for several days 
proposed a settlement, which settle- 
ment is practically the same as we 
have just proposed to the railroads. 
The railroads refused to accept the 
president’s proposition, when the presi- 
dent recommended to congress the en- 
actment of a law ‘similar to his prono- | 
sition. This congress did, when the 
railroads again refused to accept the 
decision of congress and have not yet 
observed the law in a single instance. 


WILL NOT ACCEPT 
OUR INTERPRETATION. 

“It is apparent to us that the pur- 
pose of the railroads is to avoid any 
settlement of the matter until such 
time a's the country becomes involved 
in war, when they expect to escape 
any settlement of whatever character. 
Even though the supreme court should 
decide that the law was constitutional, 
we have noticed that they will not ac- 
cept our interpretation thereof, which 
is practically the same as the president 
proposed when he recommended the en- 
actment of the law; therefore, a deci- 
sion of the supreme court upholding 
the constitutionality of the law would 
not even indirectly secure for the em- 
ployees the purpose of the law.

ADDITIONAL CREDIT 
ASKED OF PARLIAMENT 


Law Introduces Supplementary 
Vote of Credit for 64,000,- 
000 Pounds Sterling. 


London, March 15.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, chancellor of the exchequer, today 
introduced in the house of commons 
a supplementary vote of credit for 
£64,000,000 sterling for the current 
year. The chancellor said this brought 
the total votes for the year to £2,010,- 
000,000 and since the war began to 
£3,792,000,000. 

Mr. Bonar Law said it 
disagreeable surprise to him that the 
£200,000,000 voted February 12 was not 
sufficient to carry on to the end of the 
fiscal year. 

The item of £23.000,000 for advances 
to Great Britain's allies and the do- 
minions did not mean that such ad- 
vances were going to be on a larger 
scale than had been anticipated. lt 
was simply a question, he added, of 
paying the money now instead of tak- 
ing it out of the vote of credit for the 
next financial year. He _ sald £23,000,- 
000 had to do with munitions and the 
acquisition of additional vessels. 

The total of £3,792,000,000 in votes 
of credit since the war began, the chan- 
cellor explained, included all amounts 
to the present financial year, but not 
the vote already made in respect to 
next year.

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THE SUNDAY MOVIE. 


Either all motion picture theaters should 
be closed tight on Sunday or none should. 

There should be no middle ground in law 
enforcement. . 

An ordinance, introduced by Councilman 
W. F. Buchanan, inhibiting the opening of 
motion picture theaters in Atlanta on Sun- 
day “for any purpose or under any circum- 
stances,” is pending in council. 

It should carry; or else the ban on the 
Sunday movie should be lifted entirely— 
one of the two. 

If motion picture projection on Sunday is 
bad for the Atlanta public, inimical to the 
best interests of the community, demoraliz- 
ing and profane, the lid should be clamped 
down upon it. If not, then all legal barriers 
should be removed. ) 

If the running of ‘motion picture theaters 
on the Sabbath is bad it is bad, and the 
duty of the law-makers and the law-enforcers 
toward it is plain. If it is not, then the 
course of procedure is equally clear. 

If it is wrong and demoralizing to oper- 
ate a motion picture business on Sunday for 
the profit of the owner of that business, then 
it is equally wrong and demoralizing to run 
it for the profit of a church guild, a charity 
organization or what-not. 

If it is not good to exploit the escapades 
of a Charlie Chaplin, a Helen Holmes, a 
Mary Pickford, a Fatty Arbuckle or a Theda 
Bara on a Sunday for the financial emolu- 
ment of the men whose money is invested 
in the films, then it is not good to exploit 
them for the aggrandizement of charities or 
church guilds, or uplift societies having 
nothing pecuniary at stake in them. 

The presumption of the law as it stands 
is that the Sunday theater is an un- 
holy and deleterious institution in a re- 
ligious community, or else there would be 
no proscription put upon it. That being the 
case, all motion picture, and every other 
class of theaters should be kept closed on 
Sunday—not permitted to run “for any pur- 
pose nor under any circumstances.” 

Acceptance of reward from sources tech- 
nically violative of the spirit if not the letter 
of the law, and sources which they them- 
selves frown upon under other circum- 
stances, places the charitable, religious or 
semi-religious beneficiary on the defensive in 
relation to suggestion that they are not al- 
ways so mindful of the source from which 
money is obtained as they are that money 
be obtained. 

As to the law and the authorities, they 
cannot afford to play favorites. 

It is noticeable that the same character 
of pictures are presented in the one or two 
favored theaters on Sunday as those that 
are projected on Thursday or Tuesday or 
any other “week day.” So the moral effect 
of them upon the Sunday movie patron must 
be identical with that upon the “week day” 
movie fan. 

There can be no two ways about it. It 
is a clean-cut proposition, and since the 
question has been raised in council it should 
pe definitely settled one way or the other.

“Georgia Scenes’? Gives 
Picture of Pioneer Days 


Editor Constitution: In a communication 
of mine, which you did me the honor to pub- 
lish in The Constitution magazine scction of 
March 4, 1917, headed “Stirring Events of 
Ante-Bellum Days,” I am reported as say- 
ing “A hundred times I have laughed over 
General Longstreet’s ‘Georgia Scenes.’ ”’ 

The “Georgia Scenes” were written’ by 
Judge Longstreet, one of the early judges 
of the superior courts of Georgia, nearly a 
hundred years ago. He rode on horseback 
from courthouse to courthouse astride a pair 
of saddlebags, with Prince’s Digest of the 
Laws of Georgia in one pocket and Black- 
stone’s commentaries in the other. Gen- 
eral Longstreet was a distant relative of 
Judge Longstreet. 

The judge, by reason of the fact above 
mentioned, was fully equipped to write the 
most amusing history of the habits, sentj- 
ments, sympathies and civilization of those 
Old-time Georgians, every descendant of 
whom ought to procure a copy of this in- 
imitable book if it can be found in any of 
the old book stalls of this country. ‘ 

After Judge Longstreet’s retirement from 
the bench he entered the Methodist ministry: 
he did all he could to suppress his book, and 
destroyed some of them. 

His sermons are forgotten, but “Georgia

Georgian Suggests Embargo 
Against Shipped-In Food 


Fditor Constitution: The allurements: of 
high-priced cotton will lead the southern 
farmer into grievous error if it causes him 
to forget to grow some food for man and 
beast this year. High-priced cotton will not 
buy very much high-priced food. So great is 
the world shortage in food crops that it is 
not impossible that the cotton farmer might 
find great difficulty in buying any at all. 

South of the equator, where our winter 
months are their summer months, short grain 
crops have been made. Australia is 50,000,000 
bushels short. Argentina, another important 
exporter of grain ordinarily, has been afflict- 
ed with crop disasters and has barely enough 
to supply itself. There are no other material 
contributors to the world’s grain supply be- 
low the median line. 

A decrease in production in France is 
forthcoming, that country standing 65 per 
cent, as against 74 in 1916. England's out- 
look is reported gloamy; likewise Holland. 
Whatever Russia may have to sell the re- 
mainder of the world. the exigencies of war 
are holding fast. 

To the United States and Canada the hun- 
gry eyes of the world are looking and hoping 
that large crops of foodstuffs will be raised. 
Unless some extraordinary and unforeseen 
turn is confronted, food prices have not yet 
reaches their upward limit. 

While it is probably a far hark to speak 
of the invasion of this country by an enemy, 
it is well to think of eventualities even so 
remote, and conjure what would happen to 
Dixie were the arteries that bring it food 
suddenly cut, or what would transpire should 
the powers that be find it imperative to com- 
mandeer railroad lines to meet military 
emergencies. 

Doubtless there has never been a time 
when the south is more strongly tempted to 
— a policy, pursuit of which would ren- 
er it agriculturally powerless and ineffi- 
cient, as now, chiefly because of the world- 
shortage of foodstuffs. To grow cotton alone 
is to be beggared by high price foods. To 
follow the old-time, sufficient-unto-ourselves 
kind of farming that made the south in the 
sixties able to “live on the farm,” is invoked 
for this year, 1917. Let the south conserve 
its cotton money ard grow rich by raising 
an embargo against shipped-in foodstuffs, 
and be fortified against eventualities of 


whatever sort.

When a teacher keeps a child after school 
hours she strikes a blow at the child’s physi- 
cal health—and, if my informants are correct, 
she also admits her own incompetence as @ 
teacher. But we are interested only in health. 
Dr. S. Adolphus Knopf, perhaps the great- 
est living American authority on tubercu- 
losis, had this to say in a discussion of pos- 
ture in its relation to health: 

“People who are subject to tuberculosis 
should not only be taught” (the doctor meant 
that they should be taught not only) “how 
to walk straight but how to breathe properly 
and deeply. 1 should like to see children en- 
abled to sit comfortably, particularly in 
schools, on properly adjusted seats and at 
deskS of the right height, and above all, 
they should not be obliged to sit quietly and 
without moving for a long time. It is an 
awful task for a youngster to sit for three- 
quarters of an hour without wriggling. It 
is very sad to see so many children become 
subject to tuberculosis who have no tendency 
either by heredity or by reason of early in- 
fection, but because they have been confined 
altogether too long in badly aired and often 
OVerheated school rooms, and obliged to sit 
in an unnatural posture and’ with but a few 
minutes’ and often only in a dusty 
indoor playroom. A recent study on the 
period of life at which infection from tuber- 
culoSis takes place most frequently has con- 
vinced me more than ever thatAf we wisp to 
combat tuberculosis successfully we must be- 
gin to prevent and cure it during childhood.”

The school 
child must never be robbed of his recess day 
after day, kept confined in the warm school 
room after school hours at the whim of an 
irritable, nervous teacher. 

Parents, backed up by the family doctor.

is the paramount question, and that discipline 
and scholarship are always secondary issues.

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Eze Shampoos Out of Date. 

Do egg shampoos really cleanse the hair? 
Does the egg feed the scalp and improve the 
growth or strength of the hair? (Rosalind.) 

ANSWER—There is no reason to believe 
that any application to the skin or scalp 
feeds the tissue in the slightest degree. This 
idea is a mere fancy of uneducated barbers 
or hair dressers. An egg shampoo is rather 
an uncleanly thing, and a wicked extrava- 
grance. Soap is for cleansing the scalp and 
hair. Any soap you prefer. Following a 
shampoo the hair should be thoroughly dried 
and then a little petrolatum or liquid petro- 
latum (U. S. P.) rubbed into the scalp on 
finger-tips to replace the oil removed by 
washing. Some people prefer to use a 5 per 
cent solution of petrolatum in ether, spraying 
it on the scalp from an atomizer with the 
downward bending tip in contact with scalp.

The improvement was only 
moderate, about a dollar a bale.at the 
highest, but great steadiness prevailed 
and there were no setbacks excepa in 
the early afternoon when the market 
broke sharply on the report that a rev- 
olution h broken out in Russia. This 
nearly wiped out the gain, but there 
was a quick recovery toward the close 
and last prices showed a net rise for 
the session of 13 to 17 points.

Harry T. Moore, of the Atlanta 
Freight bureau and the Georgia Ship- 
pers’ association, Wednesday took up 
before the state railroad commission 
the attack of the Shippers’ association 
upon the rates proposed by the carriers 
between Georgia interior points and 
Georgia ports. 

Mr. Moore outlined the proposals of 
the carriers and gave a history of such 
rgtes in Georgia since 1882 to show 
that, while the carriers are asking in- 
ceases now, they have at times volun- 
tarily reduced these rates, as had been 
admitted in the testimony of N. B.

rates. He made similar comparisons 
in regard to the rates to and from 
points along the routes to the Ohio 
river crossings and the Virginia cities. 

He declared, for instance, that the 
proposed rates to the Georgia ports 
from interior Georgia points, as com- 
pared with the rates from the Virginia 
cities and from Nashville would restore 
the conditions of 1902, which he alleged 
to have been discriminatory, and which, 
he stated, the carriers remedied by in- 
creasing the interstate rates to the 
level of the Georgia interstate rates. 

In this connection, Mr. Moore said

Lynchburg. 

B. Gilliam, of Macon, secretary of 
the Georgia Shippers’ association, tes- 
tified that, while the carriers are ask- 
ing reductions in Georgia interstate 
rates for the longer hauls and increases 
for the shorter hauls, the greater part 
of the business of the jobbers and 
wholesalers of Macon is done Over 
hauls of 65 miles or less, thus throw- 
ing the burden of the proposed in- 
creases upon them. The carriers con- 
tended that it is unfair to cite but the 
one line of business, and that the total 
traffic moving out of Macon will show 
the greater part of the business to be 
done beyond the 65 miles referred to. 
Mr. Gilliam admitted that probably in- 
dustrial business might show such a 
condition, but claimed that commodity 
rates would alter the effect of the pro- 
posed rates upon industrial business.
